It also protests the retaliatory 
demolition of tocal houses, the presence 
of Jewish settlers in Hebron. and the 
demolition of the Sth-century stalrs lead- 
ing to Lhe mosque’s eastern entrance. 

When a participant demonstratively in- 
terrupted Sheikh Ja‘abari to say that

CAIRO (Reuter). — President Nasser said here that Egrpt would resort to 
force in the absence of an “honourable” peaceful settlement of the Middle East 
crisis. He was speaking at a meeting of the Central Commiftee of the Arab 


Abdel Salam el Zayyat, told reporters that 
Nasser explained to the committee that 
Egypt welcomed “any honourable peaceful 
solution to the problem.

Ambassador Yosef 
Tekoah told U Thant in 8 letter that 
reliable sources within Arab courtries 
established that Egypt hed banzed de- 
parture of 2) Jews from the country and 
was “apparently holding them as hos- 
tages.” 

“About a quarter of the remaining 
estimated 1,000 Jews of Egypt still are in 
prison,” Mr. Tekoah said. He accused Iraq 
of holding 26 Jews in prison without 
bringing charges against them. In Syria, 
“Jews are held virtual prisoners in their 
own homes,” the ambassador added. 

"The continued persecution of Jews in 
‘Arad countries constitutes not only a 
gross violation of human rights, but also 
adds to the already grave tensious exist- 
ing in the area of conflict in the Middle 
East,” he said.

It should provide quick evidence 
of the effects of Mexico's high altitude 
on performances, and ig expected to be 
dominated by runners from high altitude 
countriss. A slow time seems certain. 

U.S. sprinter John Carlos, holder of the 
world's record at 200 metres, declined to 
march with his team in the opening ce- 
remony —- partly because of a cold but 
also as his own mesns of protest.

For the lucidity and persistence with 
which the Israeli case has been pressed 
in Brussels most of the credit must go 
to Ambassador Amiel Najar who, after 
843 years at his post, will be leaving 
at the end of the month, Since a top- 
level Government mission flew here to 
present Israel's case the beginning of 
“1967, Mr. Najar has been ably seconded 
by Economic Counsellor Ephruim Haran, 
who recently returned to Jerusalem to 
become Director of the Foreign Ministry's 
Economic Department. 

During his visit to Brussels last spring 
and his meeting in Paris two weeks 
ago with French Foreign Minister Michel 
Debre, Foreign Minister Mr. Abba Eban 
got gloomy first-hand evidence of how 
much still remains to be done. General 
‘de Gaulle is as determined to keep Is- 
Yael out of the Common Market's cus- 
toms union as to refuse delivery of the 
Mirage jets. The Israeli minister left for 
the U.N. with the firm conviction that 
de Gaulle will blackball any outsider, re~ 
‘gardless of its qualifications, except of 
course France's privileged friends and 
clients. 

Mr. Eban also feels that the European 
élan has vanished fromthe Common Mar- 
ket. This was confirmed by the latest 
Squabble over Britain's entry between de 
Gaulle and West German Chancellor Kies- 
singer in Bonn. But among the officials 
and ‘experts at Common Market head- 
quarters here the dynamism and enthu- 
siasny are still very much alive. 

Israel 19 getting close attention in the 
framework of a concerted effort by the 
Market Commission to deal simultaneous- 
ly with the applications now outstanding 
from six Mediterranean countries. In the 
quest for « solution to Israel's probleins 
it is necessary to review progress in 
dealing with its fellow candidates. 

Negotiations with Spain are hanging 
fire while General Franco makes up his 
mind whether he is hell bent on obtain- 
ing political links with the Six or will 
be content with a preferential] trade 
treaty. There are obvious parallels here 
with Israel and Britain, for all three 
could easily obtain an agreement of the 
Jatter type but not the former. The 
Common Market countries are eager to 
move into Spain's expanding domestic 
market but are reluctant to get entangled 
in its diplomacy and internal politics. 

The Six are giving away very little 
to Spain in the agricultural field: a pre- 
ferential tariff for citrus, tariff cuts for 
some wines and dry vegetables and per- 
haps for grapes and tomatoes when these 
are out of season in Northern Europe. 
Spain would also be able to join in the 
Mediterranean olive oi} agreements. 

For industrial goods the Spaniards are 
belng offered a 60 per cent preference 
in exchange for 40 per cent on its imports 
from the European Economic Community. 
This involves a sizeable risk, as they 
buy ten times as much from the Commu- 
nity ay they sell, But, if Spain shows 
the same energy in developing its tndus- 
trial potential as Italy did 15 years ago, 
the gamble could pay off. 

The Six are ready to begin full-scale 
negotiations this month with Morocco 
and Tunisia for 2 commercial association 
without any political strings which could 
come into force early next year. The two 
Maghreb countrics are being offered 
tariff concessions for 60 per cent of 
their sales to the E.E.C., particularly citrus 
and olive oil. In exchange they will lower 
their tariffs on goods for which the 
Six are their main suppliers. 

The atmosphere between the Six and 
Algeria is much chillier. The Algerians 
are seeking firm promises of technical 
and financial aid which the Community 
is refusing. The sensitivity of the Six 
towards the Middle East crisis has also 
damaged Algeria’e case as much as Is- 
rael's. And Algerian eagerness to develop 
its trade with Eastern Europe has also 
raised eyebrows in several Community 
capitals. 

Exploratory talks are to begin this 
month between the Six and Malta, which 
is eager to combine Common Market pre- 
ferences with those which it has already 
obtained from the Commonwealth. The 
Market Commission considers that the 
island's future is linked with Europe 
rather than Britain and is ready to offer 
tariff agreements which could help Maita 
develop its new light industries. 

+ By encouraging industrial development 
around the Mediterranean basin Common 
Market officials foresee a possible answer 
to Israel's problems. Simultaneous tariff 
cuts could be granted on the same scale 
to Israel, the Maghreb, Spain and Malta. 
Of course, such an arrangement would 
not solve the problem of European out-

lets for Israeli farm produce or the issuc 
of political links, 

But it would be a much better bargain 
than the now defunct trade agreement. 
And, by removing the political dynamite 
from Israels application -— at least for 
the time being — an industrial agrep- 
ment could overcome both French pre- 
judices and Italian reticence. This does 
not mean the Cominission his budged 
from its initial standpoint that Israel 
is a worthy candidate for membership of 
8. customs union. It is simply a hard- 
headed attempt to achieve what is pos= 
sible within the present = internutional 
context. 

The Councii of Ministera soon will be 
due to. discuss Israel for the first time 
since they adjourned at the end of July. 
The Ministers expect to dizcuss a paper 
synthesising mentber countries’ views on 
Israel which it asked the Commission 


to prepare before the summer recess. At 
thelr last meeting the French refused to 
speeding up

Round cuts for preducts of special Ine 
terest tu Israel. Thy West Germans and 
Benelux countries called for a wide prs- 
ferential ugreement, cutting many ἰπ- 
dustrivl tariffs ty zere but ineluding an H 
escape clause for Isracli products which 
might disrupt the Six's own trade ρηῖ- 
terns. Italy, with one eye on the Arabs 
ami the other on uutlels for its wwn 
citrus und uther faim produce, wanted to 
Hmit any preferential agreement ta ἃ 
very short: list of items. 

These divergent attitudes will find 
their place in the Commission's document, 
And this is why muny Common Market 
officials are eager to delay fts discuse 
sion hy the Council, A new clash between 
France and its partners could he catas- 
trophle for Israel. Tf the experts could 
be left to Mul aver the problem fur a 
few Monthy longer, the Market might 
have time to preduce a packam- deal 
which could offer some measure of sati-~ 
faction toall the Mediterranean applicants 
early in 1969.

Intellectuals discuss identity in France 


A FEW months ago the French liberal- 
Catholle monthly “Espril" published 
ἃ discussion between two of its editors 
and four pronunent French-Jewish intel- 
lectuals which sought to dissect the power- 
ful feeling of Jewish identity which twice 
swept French Jewry last year — once in 
the period of the Six Day. War and the 
other tlme after President de Gaulle’s 
press conference in November. 

Normally of an assimilationist tendency 
(especially in the light of the tremendous 

+ appeal of French culture), French Jews 
over the past century had tended to ex- 
perience a strong and collective sense of 
Jewishness only at Moments of danger 
to their personal status and that of the 
community — eg @at the time of the 
Dreyfus Affair or during the Nazi oc- 

cupation. The extent of last year's reac- 

tion was an eye-opener not only to Jews 
but also to non-Jews, and it is of interest 
that a Christian magazine presented this 
discussion. The four Jews, who varied in 
background with respect to Zionism, ete. 
explored their identity under the critical 
questioning of the two Catholic editors. 

An English translation of the proceedings 

was published in a recent issue of the 

American Zionist quarterly, “Midstream.” 
One of the most significant conclusions 

to be drawn from the discussion is that 

whereas the questioners tried to keep it 
within a French context, the Jewish in- 
tetlectuals spoke about very general ques- 
tions, particularly Israel-Diasporg rela- 
tions, along the same Hines that Jewish 
intellectuals are thinklog elsewhere in the 

‘Western world. Here and there the de- 

tails are French, but the main consensus 

of the argument is famillar in its broad 
outline from dozens of Diaspora dialogucs 
and discussions. 


Initial question 


The Catholic moderator sums up his 
initial question as “What is it to be a 
Jew in France today?" He refers to the 
“shock of recognitlun” that occurred in 
June, 1967, and asks about the nature of 
this shock, and, secondly, “Did the French 
President's statement really create the 


impression among some Freach Jews that 
their situation In France is precarious and 
that their status as citizens has not done 
sway with a certain distinctness on their 
part 7" 


The first Jewish participant is at paing 
to stress that the svlidarity with Israel 
did oot stem from un inclination to de- 
fend a particular forn: of government or 
policy, but from the feeling of a threat to 
@ unique community — the possibility of 
both a physical and ἃ cultural genocide. 
He calls President de Gaulle’s statement 
3 thinly veiled appeal to anti-Semitism 
based on the old, nefarious idea that the 
French Jews are not really French. 
“Rightly or wrongly, we had the impres- 
sion that General de Gaulle was playing 
upon old demons in order to make French 
Jews approve of his policy or at least to 
make them no longer disapprove of it 
publicly.” 

A second speaker notes that the shock 
of recognition came in 1967, and not in 
1948 or 1956. One new factor is the 
transformation of the French community 
os a result of the immigration from North 
Africa. “But that having been sald, it 
was not only the Jews of Oran who par- 
ticipated in the demonstrations but nearly 
all the Jews of France —- and they did 
so with the feeling that the majority of 
the French people were on their side.” 
President de Gaulle's remarks reminded 
him of the "Protocols of the Eiders of 
Zion.” 


Last generation? 


«A third participant sums up the causes 
of the shock of recognition as the night- 
mare Of a second Auschwitz; revulsion 
against Jewish passivity. in the past; the 
anguish of survival whereby every living 
Jew, asks himself “Will we be the last 
generation In history?"; the consolation, 
dignity and pride that has been conferred 
by the State of Israel; and the simple 
fact that almost every Jewish family in 
France has family connections or close 
friends io Israel. Ag for President de 
Gaulie, he is shocked by the General's 
adjectives, deserlbing them as “drawn from 
the trasheauy of history." The fourth 
Jewish participant feels that the events of 
1967 confirmed the analygis of the Jew- 
ish situation by Zionist thinkers, He par- 
ticularly held that the position of poll- 
teal Zionism had been validated by events. 

This first round led one of the moder- 
ators to ask whether this type of 501}- 
darity implied the acceptance of the po- 
Ueles of the Israel Government under all

There are more figures of this kind, in- 
credible .by comparison even to the most 
niodern jetliners. Basically, the Jumbo will 
be four times as large and just slightly 
faster than any aircraft now in operation, 
dwarfing if not actually threatening to 
eclipse these aircraft by lower operating 
eosts—up to 30 per cent less according to 
Boeing predictions — for the passenger 
version and even 85 per cent for the 
greighter versions, 

The cost matches the plane in terms of 
size, One 747, excluding spares (about 
$4 million worth) will cost $20 milion. 
Boeing has in tum invested $500 milion 
in engineering, §50 million on tools and 
jigs and $200 million more on an entire- 
ly new assembly plant at Everett, some 
3Q miles north of here, claimed to be the 
world's largest building, We didn’t check 
this because the clalm seems to make 
sense. After all, the tail of the aircraft 
alone towers higher than an average 
five-storeyed building. 

Hl Al is now scheduled to take 
possession of its two aireraft only 
in June, 1971 — almost two yeara 
after the first delivery date to Pan 
American, which ordered 23 of the air- 
craft, thus, in effect, launching the pro- 
gramine with this massive order. It re- 
mains the largest single order so far. 
All told the 158 aircraft ordered to date 
@re expected to grogs the U.S. balance 
of trade an extra §L7 billion by 1972. 

Counting sales now being negotiated, 
Boeing ig already well on the way to 
breaking even on its investments and 
has good prospects of repeating the fi- 
nancial successes it scored with the 707 
jetliner and its variations. 

The introduction of planes four times 
as large as those now in operation was 
dictated primarily by the jamming of 
traffic patterns, especially in the U.S. 
where incoming aircraft are often “held” 
in dangerous circling patterns over con- 
gested metropolitan areas until landing 
and berthing space can be provided for 
them. Holding patterns of one hour or 


eircumstances, and whether Israel was to 
be considered potentially the nation of all 
the Jews —- with the corollary bogey of 
duai loyalty. Here the reactions were 
more divided. The first to reply: restricts 
the concept of “unconditional solidarity” 
to Israel's right to exist.

Another participant ses his shock 
at the reaction of the French Chief 
Rabbi to President de Gaulle’s remarks, 
Rabbi Kaplan de that “Judaism is 
bound up with Israel in its quest for ἃ 
just and lasting peace in the Middle 
East." His shock, he said, stemmed from 
his feeling that Israel is not seeking a 
just and lasting peace in the Middle 
Baat. A third speaker finds French Jewry 
under double pressure — from the French 
State to support its Middle East policy, 
and from certain Zionists to support not 
only the existence of Israel but also the 
Policies of its Government. “Many French 
Jews feel uneasy in the face of this de- 
mand that a Jew has the duty to support 
Israel but does not have the right to 
criticise the policies of the Israel Gov- 
erament.” At the same time, there was a 
feeling of the precariousness of Jewish 
life in the Diaspora and that Israel was 
the place where thelr culture, traditions, 
and historical and human experience as 
sews would be able to regain their whole- 
ness and achieve 8. new departure. 


Another speaker criticises Zionism for 
presenting itself ag the expression of all 
Jews. “For the majority of Jews --- who 
support Israel nonetheless — the state is 
only one possible culmination.” 


National reactions ~~

One of the non-Jewish moderators then 
finds that as the result of Jewish “na- 
tional” reactions (which he suggests are 
germane to the nature of the Jews, the 
non-Jew fisds that French Jews are “no 
longer precisely one of us.” He adds: 
“We can accept these national reactions 


-- we even must accept them —- but we° 


cannot share'in them.” He contends that 
defending Jewish particularity without 
qualification and without the Jews re- 
nouncing the claim to a privileged moral 
position fs an attempt to have things 
‘oth ways — by making the defence of 
Jewish rights, and specifically the de- 
fence of Israel, a privileged moral cause. 
An answer given by one Jewish parti- 
cipant is that it must be remembered 
that universal values are not proclaimed 
in a universal language, but are articulated 
on the basis of particular national lan- 
guages. 

Another speaker finds that the Jews 
have been presented with three models. 
Tho first is a sort of national affiliation 
strongly attached both to the land of 
one's birth end to 8. spiritual and human 
pole of attraction beyond its borders. The 
second is “the ghetto that Israel is threat- 
ened with becoming.” The third model is 
that of United Stateg Jewry — 2 com- 
munlty aware of itself but with some 
obvious drawbacks, also incorporating vo- 
luntary ghettoisation, He concludes “our 
problem is to Invent, something better 
than these models or at Jeast to avold 
their worst pitfalls.” 

The Cathollc moderators remain perplex- 
ed (perhaps more 80) after the discus- 
sion. “What potherg me,” says one of

even more are Rot uncommon, at Chicago's 
O'Hare Airport and the Kernedy Airport 
in New York.

The 747 will be cheaper to operate. 
τὸ will need only the same rumber 
of flight crew, pilot, co-plict, flight 
engineer and navigator-wireless operator. 
However, the 747 will have four times 
as many cabin attendants as planes now 
flying. 

Theoretically there is no reason why the 
travelling public should not benefit by the 
30 per cent cut in operation and main- 
tenance costs.In practice this 13, however, 
unlikely since all the other types of air- 
craft now in use, representing formidabie 
investments, will have to be amortized 
first and that process will take quite 
ἃ number of years, especially in view of 
the fact that many are still being or- 
dered. This will probably be one reason 
why the full load potential of the 747 
‘will not be utilized at first, even in the 
cargo versicn. 5

He believea that every ethnic 
group has something valuable and differ~ 
ent to offer humanity. The Jew, for his 
part, is someone who Can say: “If you 
think you know who you are, you are 
decetvying yourselves or are being de- 
celved by someone; in reality you are 
like me, and as for me, I do not know 
who I am.” To know this is to avoid 
enormous errors on the political as well 
as the social level; it is in any case 
to Make oneself pay as much attention 
to reality as to the mental constructs 
with which we seek it, grasp it avd act 
upon it.”

THE ‘Blumenthal ‘Mental Hospital on 
Mt. Carmel, which was closed down 
after over 20 years, is to be re- 
opened next Tuesday. The hospital was 
closed when the Histadrut Sick Fund, 
which provided about 90 per cent of ite 
patients, stopped sending patients “be- 
cause of the shocking conditions." The 
elosure made the shortage of beds for 
mental patients in the Northern area even 
more desperate, and today many patients 
in urgent need of hospitalisation can 
slmply not be accommodated, or are sent 
ta privately owned institutions, which a 
leading psychiatrist yesterday described 
as “often no better than the notorious 
snake pit.” ” , 
The hospital, which had 80 beds in the 
past, has been completely reconditioned 
and will have 60 beds only. The addi- 
tional’ space” has been utilised for the 
construction of an occupational therapy 
room and dining hall for the patients 
who in the past got their meals at their 
bedside, The physical accommodation it 
τὰς now provide is considered as gatisfac- 
ry 
‘The ownership and ment of the 
hospital has been taken “over by two 
former senior employees, both male nurses 
who were given ghares in lieu of the 
high severance pay that was due to them 
by tho former owner, 75 year old Dr. 
David Ben-Tal One of ‘them, -Mr.. Julius 
Unger, told The Pos} that they had in- 
vested! over IL60,000 in the ‘reconditioning 
job, and intend now ice run the hospital 
on a satisfactory level 


. MEDICAL STAFFING 

Howéver, the problem of adequate me- 
dical staffing of the hospital has not yet 
been solved, due to the reluctance of 
psychiatrists to work in private hospitals. 
The Posi learned that the six psychiatri 
of Kupat Holim’s excellent local Mental 
Health Clinic had proposed that they 
take over the responsibility for the me-. 
dical side of the hospital, leaving the 
administration to the. owners. They held 
that In any case most. of the patients 
will again’ be sent to the hospital by 
Kopat Holim. “As most of the patients 
will be sent thera by us, from our clinic, 
We are obvioualy interested in- Iooking. 
after their progress in. hospital We 


considered this particularly vital in 
view of the acute shortage of beds 
for mental patients in the whole North- 
ern Region,” one of the doctors told your 
reporter. It wag learned that the pay- 
chiatrists were prepared to do the work 
as part of their job with Kupat Holim, 
and that in piace of paying them for 
their services, the hospital would reduce 
Kupat Holim’s bill for its patients. 
The plan was welcomed by the hospital 
management and favourably received by 
some members of the Kupat Holim Centre, 
but was rejected by the local Kupat Ho- 
lim management. Mr. Unger told The 
Post “we, shall have to find 2 way of 
starting up the hospital sgain immediate- 
Jy, because we cannot afford to let our 
investment stand idle.

It is feared that Kupat Holim’s refusal 
to approve the proposal will make It dif- 
ficult to rim the hospital at the high 
standard that could have been achieved 
through the services of the Mental Health 
Clinic staff, and that it may perforce de- 
generate to the standard of many private- 
ly owned mental hospitals in the country. 
The psychiatrists involved still hoped 
that Kupat Holim would reconsider its de- 
cision and make it possible to establish 
an adequate mental institution at the 
Blumenthal hospital. 

The Health Ministry announced plans 
for a Modern, 250-bed mental hospital to 
be built south of Haifa as far hack az 
1962. But with the exception of the cere- 
monia] leying of a foundation stone (whose 
exact location has been forgotten), little 
progresa has been made on it.

“Our growth is attributable to only ons 
factor — we are in business only to 
provide health services; we have no side- 
lines. This is our big plus; it is also 
our big disadvantage, heeause We are 
Political orphans, and no political party 
fights to help us financially,’ Mr. Na- 
dav gays. 

He claims that Kupat Holim Maccabi 
(whose budget is IL23m. this yeur) ree 
celves less than one per cent of this 
ax a government grant; other Sick Funds 
Ὁ up to ten times as much. 
evertheless, he claims that Maccabl, 
which now has 70.000 families (165,000 
individual members), is growing steadily 
despite the lack of outside help. 

"The reason is that our members can 
chore their doctor; and they can change 
their doctor if they are not satisfied, 
Our doctors give each patient individual, 
bed-side, personal attention, They manage 
to catch many diseases and affect many 
cures in the primary stage; this 15 the 
reason our members receive, on an aver- 
age, only half-day a year hospitalization,” 

Doctors receive patients in their pri- 
vate offices. This helps to keep adminis- 
trative expenses down. Of the total ex- 
Penditures of Maccabl, 41.3 goes to pay 
the doctors; 10.2 per cent for labora- 
torics and X-rays; 19.9 per cent for 
Pharmaceuticals; 9.5 per cent for hospi- 
talization; 4.6 for administration; and 
S.7_ per cent for collecting member dues} 
and the rest for smaller categories. 


PREVENTIVE MEDICINE 


This Sick Fund has also set up depart- 
ments to teach niembers how to avoid 
heart attacks through proper exercise 
and diets; for the psychological counsel- 
ling of expectant mothers; and other 
health measures. 

The Sick Fund also grants health in- 
surance privileges to persons going 
abroad (JL22 ἃ month while abroad). 

Although the regular monthly fees vary 
according to age, it is generally IL16 
for a singie person; IL22 for a couple; 
126.40 for a couple with one child; 
11.30.80 with two children; and 1733 for 
@ couple with three children. 

Doctors are paid according to a “point 
system.” Each ijodividual examination is 
valued at so many points — for example, 
one point if the doctor examines you in 
his office, twa if he goes to your home 
during the day, and three if it js a 


night call — with the income at the 
end of the year being divided up aniong

Meir had 
not been obliged to run the 
vehicle in as part of his 
repair job, but had perform- 
ed this service because the 
Tespondents are valuable 
customers whom he wished 
to please. In- doing this. 
service, however, ne had not 
acted as an agent for the 
respondents. On the con- 
trary, this service was simi- 
lar to that performed by a 
garage which returns a re- 
paired car to its owner in- 
stead of making him come 
and fetch it himself, which 
service did not convert the 
garage~ -owner into the var- 
owner's agent. In short. held 
Justice Sussman, he could 


see no justification for 
splitting Melr's services into 
two categories: changing 


the engine, for which ser- 
vice. according τὸ 811 opin- 
jons, he did not act as the 
respondents’ agent, and run- 
ning the car in. Both acts 
were part and parcel of one 
transaction and were per- 
formed by Meir in his ca- 
pacity as an independent 
contractor. 

In conclusion, 
Sussman noted 
justification for imposing 
vicarious liabillty on ἃ

HOW to CHOOSE BLACK and WHITE or COLOUR

To be able 
to get coloured photographs instead of 
the ordinary biack and white pictures 
stil seems to many such a big improve- 
ment, that they are unable to evaluate 
colour photographs critically. The colour

facturers of colour film help to promote 
this “gaudy concept.” by saying that “best 
results are achteved when shooting bright 
colour subjects in bright sunlight.” At 
best, this is only a half truth, and only 
if “easiest” is substituted for “best.” 
Actually colour film {s very versatile, 
and good results can be obtained under 
very different conditions.Some of the 


greatest colour photographs ever produced 
have heen taken on rainy or misty days 
and of subjects that have very little 


ΡΕ ἯΙ 75 does the studying 


“colour.” Of course such really worth- 


while resulis are not easily schieved. 
Photographers who wish to utilize fully 
the tremendous potential of colour must 
Teailze that as: opposed to black and white, 
colour photography is a completely new 
medium. 


The colour photographer must “forget” 
Practically evi igs he learned while 
working in bladit and white, and begin 
again by learning. to “think in terms of 
colour.” Success in folou: photography be- 
gins with the realization that fundamental 
differences between Diack and white and 
colour are technical and psychological 
Compared to black and white films, co- 
Tour films are still far from perfect. They 
have not the speed, not the contrast ren- 
dition, They react strongly to shifts in 
the quality of ilJumination, their unifor- 
mity is far from even, and they are 
far more difficult to process thas black 
and white. Thus, in comparison to 2 pho- 
tographer who works in black and white, 
ἃ colour photographer must: work hardér,; 
display greater ingenuity and suffer more

disappointments, not to mention much 
greater cost in money. Unless a photo- 
frapher ig prepared to face these addi- 
tional demands, he should confine his 
work to black and white. 


Realistic or symbolic 


Black and white photography is essen- 
tially an abstract medium, while colour 
photography is primarily realistic, In black 
end whites a photographer is limited to 
two dimensions, perspective and contrast, 
whereas in colour a photographer works 
with three: perspective. contrast, and co- 
lour. In order to be able to exploit the 
abstract qualities of his medium, a photo- 
grapher who works in black and white 
trains himself to disregard colour, and 
instead to evaluate it in terms of black 
and white, shades of grey, and contrast of 
light and dark. A colour photographer's 
approach is the exact opposite; not only 
is he very much aware of colour as 
“colour,” but he tries to develop ἃ colour 
eye — 8 sensitivity to the slightest 
changes in hue, saturation, and bright- 
ness of colour. In addition he must cul- 
tivate 8. feeling for colour harmonies, and 
the psychological effects of colour. 

It is nearly always possible to photo- 
graph a subject either in black and white 
or in colour. However, any subject will 
always appear better and more interes- 
ing in one medium 89 opposed to the 
other. Many subjects that would appear 
very ordinary if rendered accurately in 
colour can become graphically exciting 
pictures if effectively “translated” into 
black and white. 

Usually coloured photography imitates, 
and does not symbolize, a property of 2 
subject, but it has impact and appearance 
which in many cases, as for advertising 
purposes, can be an advantage. On the 
other hand, some of the most effective 
means for symbolization exist in the 
graphic black, grey and white of black 
and white photography, which does not 
attempt to be a reflection of reality in 
the sense that colour does. 

To understand this better one must 
distinguish between two essentially diffe- 
rent forms of pictorial representation: “il- 
lustration,” and “interpretation.” An illus- 
tration can be compared to a literal trans- 
lation. An interpretation can be likened 
to a free transiation. One who translates 
literally tries to translate with the least 
possible amount of change. By contrast, 
one who translates freely first tries to 
understand the meaning, and subsequently 
tries to preserve that meaning and 
character of the original work, even though 
this may necessitate a complete change 
in the form of presentation. At best, one 
who translates Hterally is mever more 
than a craftsman; one who Is capable 
of translating freely in whatever field, 
literature, photography, painting or sculp- 
ture — can be an artist. 

It must always be remembered when 
making a decision that the purpose of 
the picture should always be the decid- 
ing factor, which determines whether 2 
subject should be rendered in black and 
white or colour, Whenever a definite 
and precise pictorial statement is needed, 
a realistic colour photograph will often 
provide the best solution. Nothing is 
left to the imagination, the picture is ex- 
pected to provide eve: "ἃ 

The photographer striving for the ut- 
most in realism employs the more realis- 
tic medium and obtains the results which 
are expected of him. 

There are times when a photographer 
employing hoth colour and black and 
white is unable to obtain good results 
from a given subject. An experienced 


| photographer avoids those subjects, which 


through experience he has learned to 

as unphotogenic, and selects those 
subjects which are suitable for rendition 
with photographic means. The selection 
of the photogenic is one of the secrets

Neces- 
ary qualities are simplicity, order, clarity. 
Pattern, rhythm, repetition of similar 
forms, form and silhouette that are 
strong, clean, suggestive, contrast that is 
strong but not excessive, texture that 
can be brought out through use of low 
slanting light, detail that is sharply de- 
fined, extension in depth. 

In addition, subjects that are alive, 
unusual, or surprising will always make 
more interesting pictures than subjects 
that are inanimate. common or too often 
Seen in photographs. 

In general as far as basi¢ requirements 
and demands of composition are cor- 
cerned, the principles for selection and 
rejection are the same for black and 
white and colour. Unfortunately in thelr 
enthusiastic acceptance of colour, many 
Photographers have not yet learned to 
select thelr subjects criticaily. As long 
as 8. subject is colourful, it’s right for 
them; the more colours they can ac- 
cumulate in one shot, the happier they 
are. To them a red sweater is 2 must 
for any successful picture of a pretty 


Colour versus form 
In black and white photography, diffe- 
rentiation of form is based upon diffe- 
rences in the contrast of light and dark; 
in colour photography, it is mainly based 


in differences in colours. In black and 
white if the subject contrast js top low, 
it is generally possible to increase the 
contrast artificially for satisfactory dlf- 
ferentiation of form. In a black and white 
photograph of red flowers and green 
leaves, the contrast might be so low 
that flowers and leaves appear to πιοῦσα 
and their forms are lost, However, by 
shooting such a picture through an orange 
or red filter, ἃ photographer simply 
transiates the difference of colour into a 
difference of light and dark, restores 
contrasl, and effectively renders form. 
But no such device ts avatlable to a pho- 
tographer working in colour. If two ad- 
jacent subjects ore similar in cvlour they 
more or less blend together in a colour 
photograph, and nothing can be done to 
prevent this. 

Normally, colour will be found to be 
stronger than form, and when it comes 
to a clash between the two, colour destroys 
form. This fact is confirmed by the pro- 
tective colouring of animals, and the use 
of camouflage in war. In both cases 
form (outline) 15 effectively effaced by 
eolour. If colour is more important than 
the characterization of a subject than 
form, a photograph in colour is prefer- 
able to αὶ picture in black and white. How- 
ever, if form is more iniportant than 
colour, a black and white treatment 
is likely to produce a more satisfactory 


rendition. If colour and form seem equal 
ly important, elther black and white o 
eolour can be used to depict the sub 
ject. Which will be “better" then de 
pends upon the technical skill and th 
creative ability of the photographer. 

The would-be creative photographs 
learns to distinguish between “ordinary 
and “unusual” colour. To record ordinar: 
eolour is as meaningless as to recor 
graphs that show ordinary = forir 
Pletures which have ordinary colour 
are of no particular Interest except for 
purposes of illustration, advertising, etc 
But ugusual eolour wil! always be ΟἹ 
interest, just as unusual form has beer 
2 compelling factor In black and whit 
photography for over a hundred years 


If a photographer wisnes to create ὑπ' 
usual colour pictures he must look fo! 
unusual colour that is unusually bheau- 
tiful, subtle, delicate, or unexpected. 
Unexpected colour such as a sky whic

ἢ POLARIZERS and all about them

το the owner of 8 eingle lens reflex 
Τὶ (SL.R.) Camera, a polarizing filter 
is one of the most practical and useful 
gadgets. With a polarizer you can en- 
rich your colours, deepen skies, show 
more detail, control contrast, and remove 
glare. It can be used with either biack- 
and-white, or colour film. 

They are simple to use on any “through 
the lens” viewing camera, but on other 

of camera, such as the range-finder. 
you have to judge the polarizing effect 
through a twin polarizing viewer, This 
often requires removal of the polarizer 
for sighting, and then replacing it for 
the exposure, With an S.L.R. you can 
adjust the polarizer for the effect you 
want, a8 you focus through the view find- 
er. If you have one of the latest S.L.R.s 
with through-the-lens metering, there is 
automatic compensation for any change 
in exposure. 

Whenever you wish to photograph any- 
thing through glass or any other trans- 
parent surface, such as something in a 
shop window, a picture in a glazed frame, 
or ἃ sitter for a portrait wearing glasses, 
you should control the reflection on the 
glazed surface with a polarizer. Al] you 
have to do is put the polarizer in front 
of the lens, set your camera at an 
angle of 32 to 37 degrces from the sur- 
face to he photographed, rotate the polar- 
izer until the reflections are diminished, 
and take the picture. If you change the 
camera-to-surface angle. the polarizing 
effect is decreased and at 90 degrees 
et angle) no reflection control is oh- 

ms 
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A polarizer can also be used for eli- 
minating all the almost invisible surface 
reflections from coloured objects. As a 
result, 2 greatly improved richness of co- 
lour is obtained. The effect is quite 
startling. When you photograph in cao- 
Jour jn artificial light, the improvement 
is even greater if you also use polarized 
Uzht. When photographing a patterned 
surface such as ἃ fabric, or a carpet. 
the same technique can be used: just 
polarize the lens and all reflections can 
be removed and the pattern scen with 
great clarity. You can use a polarizer 
to cut out the surface reflections on a 
fine plece of furniture. The grain pat- 
tern will then stand out giving a very 
beautiful effect. Metallic objects present 
@ particular problem, Lights from the 
surface are reflected back into the lens. 
Such reflections cannot be controlled by 
a lens polarizer alone. Polarized Ulumina- 
tion is also required. 


Eliminating rays 


Do you want to photograph a print 
or painting? Your main problem will be 
lighting. No matter what kind of light- 
ing you use, surface reflections will spoil 
the picture. By using polarized light and 
& polarized lens all be well. You can 
control just the amount of sheen you 
want on the pieture by. simply rotating 
the polarizer on the lens away from the 
maximum setting. Polarized light can be 
placed anywhere, 50 you can easily illu- 
minate a painting on a wall or a picture 
under glass. All you have to do is put 
the light in the best position possible, 
put a polarizer over it and another over

the camera lens, rotate the lens polarizer 
for maximum reflection control, and shoot 
the pleture, If you are using colour, 
you will get much Improved colour satu- 
ration and purity. 

Polarizerg are not obtalnable here in 
every camera shop. but several Importers 
bring them in. Just ask for them in the 
shops; they will soon appear. Polarized 
light can he obtalued from an ordinary 
Noodlight by covering the reflector with 
polarizing material bought in small shect 
form. Remember the material must be 
rotated until the right “axis” is found 

The easiest way to understand the prin- 
clple of polarization is first to visualize a 
single ray of light. As it lIeaves its 
source the ray vibrates in every direction, 
at right angles to its path of travel. 

When you place a polarizer in the ray's 
path, only Ught vibrating on a single 
plane gets through. This is known as 
polarized light. The reason for this is 
that the polarizing materia] from which 
the polarizer is made comprises millions 
of elongated crystals which determine the 
polarizer's “axils”; they are lined up to 
permit only light vibrating in a single 
plane to pass through, It ig like trying 
to pass a stick through a fence. If held 
at right angles to the slots, the stick 
could not get through. But turn the stick 
parallel to the slots, and it goes through 
easily, 

Suppose our polarized ray of light has 
a polarizing filter put in its path. By 
rotating the filter so that its axis is at 
right angles to the light ray's “plane of 
polarization.” almost ἃ1 of the ray is 
stopped. Thus, for photographic purposes, 
we have eliminated our ray of light.

How to bring out the best and hide the worst

QWERY photographer has at one time 
τὶ or another looked with envy at the 
dctures of beautiful girls, which appear 
Q Magazines, in advertisements and in 
alendars. No other subject enjoys the 
‘ame universal appeal as pictures 
-£ pretty girls. Although many photo- 
sraphers take pictures of attractive girls, 
very few end up with the pictures they 
‘xpected while the shutter was clicking. 

Although there are no rigid rules for 
ylamour photography there are certain 
echniques and procedures which should 
5 followed if the beginner wishes to 
wucceed in this fleld, Before golng ony 
further it should be mentioned that this 
article is designed to help the beginner 
with Suggestions of where ang how to 
shoot. However, no amount of teaching 
tan replace practical experience. 

Of paramount importance, of course, 15 
your Model. She may be any pretty: girl 
you know or can find. Many girls are 
very pretty and create the illusion of 


beauty. Buk if must be remembered that 
in a stil photograph where the camera 
brings into focus both imperfections and 
assets alike, thig same beauty may not 
cone across. The ability to see these 
things can come only. with experience. 
Nevertheless, there are a few points which 
may aid in the selection of the right 
model First study the face of your po- 
tential model Are her features really 
good? Can they be improved upon by 8 
change in make-up, such as changing the 
lip line, or the curve of the brows? Next 
examine the figure. Is the upper torso in 
proportion with the lower? Are her legs 
shapely? Does she have narrow hips, & 
trim waist and, most important of all, 
a good bust line? Remember while you 
are appraising your potential model that 
the camera will add from five to seven 
kilos to her true weight. Therefore look 
for the trim, lithe figure, rather than 
the heavier type. Whenever possible, try 
to take a few test shots of your model 
before actually taking the plunge. 


Wow that we have our model the next 
consideration is where to shoot the pic- 
tures. Although a studio is the obvious lo~ 
cation this is not recommended for the 
beginner, Nature has given us many 
ideal locations where the Model can feel 
More at ease, and the photographer is 
afforded greater opportunity to establish 
natural poses, rather than the obviously 
δι and unnatural studio type. There are 
many excellent outdoor sites available to 
us here in Israel; the sea-shore is the 
favourite, but there are lakes, swimming 
pools, gardens, all of which make good 
backgrounds and lend themselves to good 
natural poses. 

You must make certain that the model's 
attire is complemetary to the chosen lo- 
cation, AS an exaniple, 2 model wearing 
a bathing suit blends in at a lake, pool, 
or the beach, while this same outfit would 
be out of place on a farm or kibbutz. 
‘Although most glamour pictures are of 
modcis wearing scanty awimsuits, don't 
think that this is essential] for appeal. 
Pose and expression are more important 
than the amount of flesh revealed. One 
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of the best glamour pictures I have ever 
seen was of a model completely covered 
by a few metres of cloth which was be- 
ing blown against her body by the wind. 


There are many days autumn 
which are suitable for out-door phato- 
Braphy. A two-piece suit is appropriate for 
ths shorter girt with the correspondingly 
short waist, while a girl with a long 
waist is best in a one-plece. Try to use 
suits where the pattern of the material 
is simple, such as stripes, polka dots, 
ete, Complicated designs only serve to 
detract from the model, which is some- 
thing we want to avoid. Slacks should 
be the latest type with a strap under 
the foot and closely fitted to the legs. 
Sweaters also should be tight and only 
worn by models with the right bust line. 


IMPORTANCE OF POSING 


When deciding upon a pose it is ne- 
cessary: that you keep in mind the mo- 
del's principal weakness as well as her 
Most outstanding feature. For example, a 
girl with poor legs should never be placed 
in a pose where these are brought into 
prominence, for example, when she is 
standing. Rather she should be photo- 
graphed kneeling or sitting where em- 
phasis is placed upon the torso. In most 
cases it is best to have the model turn 
her hips slightly away from the camera. 
This gives them a marrower appearance. 
The only time that the hips should be 
perfectly square with the camera 15 
when the model has very narrow hips, 
which you will find very rarely. Regard- 
lesg of what pose is used, the model 
abould always point her toes, if possible, 
as this always makes the legs look their 
best and also adds to the illusion that 
the girl has Jonger legs than she actual- 
ly has. A low camera angle also causes 
a slight amount of distortion which makes 
the legs appear long. The importance of 
creating the appearance of longer legs 
has become a standard which should be 
constantly. kept in mind. The photograph- 
er does not have the freedom of an artist 
So he must find other means to Make the 
girl appear taller. Pointing of the toes 
and low camera angles are not the only 
methods, but they are the most commonly 
used. 

Once the rough pose hag been decided 
upon, analyse the effect from head to toe 
and make whatever minor changes may 
be necessary. Do this quickly as the mod- 
el can “freeze” in a pose if forced to 
hold it for too long a time. Only after 
the pose is complete try for expression in 
the face. Usually the suggestion of 
something pleasant or funny is far more 
effective than “smile” or “look 
sexy now." When the expression is na- 
tural, shoot quickly because no model 
ean hold a good expression for more than 
an instant. After you have taken one shot 
of ἃ pose, don’t stop there. Make slight 
variations of the orlginal by changing 
the pasition of an arm or leg, and keep 
shooting. Film is the cheapest item of an 
outing and your chances of getting a 
good picture increase proportionately with 
every picture taken. . 

’ Props are a gféat aid in suggesting 
poses as well ag strengthe! the com- 


position of the individual photograph. It 
should alwayg be remembered, however, 
that the prop should never dominate the 
Model, because every compositional ele- 
ment in the picture must draw attention

to bet alone. Needless to say, props at 
all times must be in keeping with the 
surrounding. 

Lighting is just as important in this 
type of photography as it is m any 
other. Although it may seem that daylight 
cannot be controlled, this is not entirely 
true. Granted we can’t change the light 
itself, but we can, by shifting and posi- 

ing the model, bring it within our 


limited control, Deylight may be broken - 


down into three classifications: bright sun, 
cloudy gun and shade. Hach of these has 
its own advantages as well 855 disadvan- 
tages. Bright sun is probably the best 
for the glamour photographer as this light 
gives a gay, carefree mood to your pic- 
tures. At the same time, however, it casts 
very strong and sometimes unflattering 
shadows, particulariy at noon when the 
sun is directly overhead. At these times 
it becomes necessary to throw some extra 
Nght into these shadows by using 8. re- 
fiector or flashbulbs. I prefer the flash 
pecause it ig easier to handle than 8 


bulky and time-consuming reflector. Care 
must be taken when using flash not to 
allow it to become the main iight by 
placing the bulb too close to the sub- 
ject. Clouded sun and shade are both soft- 
er types of light and do not have the dis- 
advantage of bright sun as far as harsh 
shadows are concerned. One of the great- 
est advantages of this type of light is 
that it tends to hide minor imperfections 
of the model's complexion. 

Basic photographie techniques such as 
exposure and development are no different 
in glamour pictures than jn other branches. 
One word about filters, however. For 
glamour I have found oniy two to be of 
value: the green and the Pola-Screen. 
Both of these give good dark skies hut 
they do not weaken the flesh-tone as an 
orange or red filter will do. 

No model, even though she may be ex- 
perienced, can be completely relaxed when 
ἃ shooting session starts. There must he 
3 warming up period while she is losing 
her self-consciousness for she bes to look 
straight at the camera wnich is not easy. 
‘When she is finally relaxed, her real per- 
sonality can come through. A good tip to 
avoid wastage of film is to let the mo- 
del think you have a loaded camera and 
start “clicking away.” Gradually she will 
relax, teli her you have used your film 
up and have to put another ΤῸ] in and 
you will find when you start again in 
earnest, she will be a different girl. 

The most suitable type of camera for 
this class of photography is the twin Jens 
reflex which gives 6x6 contact prints, and 
a whole roll of 12 negatives can be con- 
tact printed on one sheet of 20x25 paper. 

The 35mm single lens reflex camera 19 
also suitable for this type of work, and 
is of course much cheaper to operate. It 
must be remembered however that the 
negative is much smaller, actually less 
than a quarter of tha size, so that en- 
Jargements will need much greater mag- 
nification.

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SAMARITAN SUCCA 


IS PLACED INDOORS

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
feast of Succot is one of the 
Most important dates In the Jewish 
Calendar, but it is not an exclusively 
Jewish holiday, Like Jews the world 
over, the 400 members of the Samaritan 
communities In Holon and Nablus sat in 
their succa booths during the past week, 
ate there, relaxed, and recalled the trials 
of those they consider to be their ances- 
tora, the ancient Israelites, as they so- 
jeurned in the Sinal Wilderness after 
being delivered from Egyptian bondage. 

Yet although both communities cele- 
brate essentially the same holiday. and 
although both claim descent from the 
original tabernacle builders in Sinai, their 
customs vary greatly. The most striking 
difference {s the focation of the succa 
booth. The Jewish succa must be out- 
doors, whereas the Samaritan succa is 
traditionally: built Indoors. According to 
Jewish law, the roof of the succa must 
offer a view of the sky. The Children of 
Ysrael, the Talmudic Sages say, bulit their 
Succot out in the open, with only desert 
foliage for a roof. 

But the Samaritans reject the autho- 
tity of the Talmud, accepting only the 
Pentateuch which they take Uterally. And 
they contest the Talmudic argument. 
“True, the Israelites did bulld their suc- 
cot outdoors, but we are commanded to 
sit in the succa for seven days,” Ho- 
Jon's Samaritan priest, Pinhas Ben Av- 
raham Hacohen, told The Jerusalem Post. 
“But tf the succa is situated outdoors 
and it happens to rain, we cannot then 
observe the statute commanding us to 
ait there for seven days, can we?" 


Moved from Nablus 


The Priest. clad in a long, striped robe 
and wearing ἃ tall white headdress, came 
te Helon from Nablus with his wife and 
five sons immediately after the Six Day 


War. Before that, Holon’s 180 Samaritans 
had no priest, Many Nablus Samaritans 
have joined their relatives in Holon since 
the war. Earlier there was a severe 
shortage of eligible girls there, But in 
the past year many marriages have taken 
place In the five samaritan families; 
the Cohens, the Zedakas, the Sassonis, 
the Marhivs, and the Altavs. 

Samaritan laymen aiso offer other “na- 
turalistic’ explanations as to why their 
succot are generally found in the family 


inhas Ben Avraham in his succa. 


Zedekiah’s cave, 
under City wall 


ANY are the legends told about the 

Cave of Zedeklah, the Jast King of 
Judah, which is situated in the rock be- 
neath the city wall, near the Damascus 
Gate. Its whereabouts was unknown until 
1852, when it was rediscovered. The theory 
that it was blocked up in Crusader times 
to prevent the invaders from using it 
for defensive purposes seems unlikely, be- 
cause it 1s mentioned by Ishtort Hafarhl, 
who only arrived in Jerusalem in 1313, 
and records having seen it. 

Early. explorers, including Robinson, at- 
tempted to find the entrance to the cave, 
but it was in fact discovered hy chance. 
An Americon missionary was walking 
around the city walls, with his two sons 
and his dog, when the dog suddenly dis- 
Appeared into a mound of earth beneath 
the wall about 70 metres from the Da- 
Mascus Gate. Emerging from the hole 
that he had enlarged, the dog tried to 
pull its owners towards it. A closer in-~ 
vestigation showed the bones of smal] ani-~ 
mals in the hole, indicating that it was 
used by small foxes, 

The missionary understood the Impars 
tance of the discovery, but he did not 
want to arouse the suspicions of the 
gate guards, so he waited for two days. 
Then, setting up his base in the tent of 
a friendly sheikh, not far from the hole, 
he set out in the evening with his two 
sons. They took digging tools, matches, 
eandles and writing equipment and suc~ 
ceeded in opening the entrance sufficiently 
to penetrate. 

They dug their way through the earth 
and found themselves in an enormous ca~ 
verp, the ceiling of which was supported 
by a number of wooden uprights. From 
the cave winding passages led to large 
“halls" with walls “as white as snow.” 
The smooth floor was some 200 metres 
in length and a deep pit was found at 
jts southern end. A man’s skeleton at the 
pottom of the pit testified to the danger 
for a careless explorer, (The skeleton 
might well have been that of ἃ man 
whose oll lamp had run out). Near the 
pit was a channel 75.em. deep carved 
jan the rock. It contained water that 
dripped into it from the ceiling, but the 
water was bitter and unfit to drink. Water 
indeed dripped from several places, and 
containers had been made in the past, but 
they were in a state of disrepair and 
the water for the most part ran away. 


+ Dozens of bats flew about, making a 


noise with thelr wings. The walls were 
covered with Hebrew and Arabic inscrip- 
tions, mostly indistinct. and with crosses 
eut by Christian pilgrims. On one of the 
walls was 3 catving of an Assyrian cherub 
with a human head and four feet (which 
was later removed and transferred to the 
Louvre in Paris). 

All the evidence seemed to polut to the 
fact that the cavern was merely a large 
quarry in use since Solomon's time, and 


quite unconnected with the famous cave 
of Zedekiah. The type of stone in the 
cave was the Same as that used in the 
construction of Solomon's walls, and the 
problem of how such vast stone blocks 
{as can be scen in the south-west and 
south-east corners of the Temple wall) 
were brought there wag solved. 

In I Kings 6:7, we learn: “And the 
house, when it was in building, was 
built of stone made ready before it was 
brought thither, so that there was neither 
hammer, nor axe, nor any tool or iron 
heard in the house, while it was build- 
ing.” On the outside wall of the cavern 
stone blocks partly carved from the walt 
were discovered, attached ta the wall by 
one side only, These blocks would only 
need a little more work to detach them 
from the wall of the cavern and take 
them to the Temple wall. The stone work- 
ing was ag fresh when discovered, as on 
the day it was dove, and there were 
niches in the surrounding walls where 
oll lamps had been placed to light the 
work. The stonemasons had constructed 
many supports for the cefling, but there 
had been 2 partial collapse in 1851 which 
had terrified local inhabitants living near 
the Damascus Gate who were sure it was 
an earthquake. The rest of the town had 
not felt the tremors. In certain places 
one must still go down on all fours to 
pass some of the obstacies. 

The American missionary and his sons 
entered the cave at seven in the evening, 
intending to spend the whole night there; 
‘but when they had recorded the dimen- 
sions and details of the cavern, they de- 
cided to leave earlier so that Moslem 
fanatics would not learn:of their night's 
adventures and discover the entrance to 
the cave. They left therefore at two 
o'clock in the morning. 

Their story aroused Jerusalem --- both 
citizens and tourists. In the absence of a 
Government decision on the matter, many 
hastened to the cave, including Rabbi 
Bliezer Shub and his followers, who, ac- 
cording to the account of Rabbi Moshe 
Raisher in his hook “The Gates of Jeru- 
aalem,” took with them arms for fear 
of wild beasts, snakes and scorpions. They. 
also took lamps and ropes to test the 
dimensions of the cavern. When they 
emerged armed from the cave entrance 
and were seen by the gate guard they 
were arrested as spies (it was the tlme 
of the Russo-Turkish Crimean war), but 
they were finally released. . 

Since then the cave has been used for 
ἃ Dumber of purposes, including that of 
an air-raid shelter in World War IL It 
has now heen restored by the Jerusalem 
municipality. Lighting hag been installed 
for the convenience of the many visitors 
who are expected to visit the site which 
will be officially opened this week

comer from Nablus, Mr. Akran Sassonl, 
recounts, Samaritan succot resembied the 
Jewish ones. The Arabs of Samaria, how- 
ever, did not tolerate the sucea, and — 
shades of Jewish experiences in Europe 
and elsewhere — they would throw rocks 
at the inhabitants, spit into the bocths, 
and at night even take them apart. The 
Samaritan Priests decided to move the 
sucea indoors. “It was elther this,” Mrs. 
Esther Zedaka explains, “or give up the 
holiday altogether. Today we simply fol« 
low that tradition and construct our suce 
cot indoors too.” 

There are other differences. The Jews 
bulid @ whole booth; the Samaritans put 
up only 8. decorative roof. The Samari- 
tans suspend from their ceiling a wocden 
frame which is criss-crossed with either 
wires or thin wooden strips to form small 
Squares, Above these squares the Samar 
ritans put their foliage with the decora- 
tion consisting almost solely of a variety 
of fruits. Any fruit at all is permissible, 
so long as it comes from a tree. To add 
colour, many Samaritans even hang clus- 
ters of red peppers. “The more fruit we 
put in the better," Pinhas Hacohen says. 
“This is because the succa is supposed 
to indicate Paradise. We are after the 
Yom Kippur fast and feel purified and 
fit to go to Heaven.” According to Sa- 
maritan tradition, only Jews or Samari- 
tans may sit in the succa, as all the 
others are “pagans” and unfit for ad- 
mission to Paradise. 

In addition to the fruit, one 4160 finds In 
the Samaritan succot chains of coloured 
paper which the children make in school 
along with thelr Jewish classmates. But 
on the whole, decorations are bought each 
year at the nearby fruit market, and are 
put up within a few hours, with every 
member of the family doing his or her 
share. When the holiday is over, there 
are no trinkets to be packed and stored 
away for next year. Whatever Js still 
edible is served at the family meals rad 
distributed among friends, The rest is 
discarded, 


Stern of Bnei Brak 


Many succot are much more elaborate, 
some of them representing a lifetime of 
effort. One may find a number of in- 
tricate, almost fantastically or- 
tBamented succot in the ultra-religious 
town of Bnef Brak. One such succa is 
that of Reb Naftall Stern, a native of 
Hungary and now a resident in the Neve 
Shiezer section of Boel Brak. Mr. Stern, 
an elementary-school teacher In the de- 
velopment town of Or Yehuda, has been 
working on his succa and improving the 
displays in it all through the years. The 
succa draws crowds of visitors every year. 

What they see is a veritable exhibi- 
tion of fine woodwork by an expert ar- 
tlsan. There sre thouaands of items in 
the succa, and the presence of even the 
least of them is explained by some pas- 
ssage from the Scriptures, Most impressive 
are the wooden chandeliers suspended from 
the ceiling by wooden chains, some bear- 


+ ing--such -inscriptions as "Let there be 


peace upon Israel," and others adarned 
with the emblems of the 12 tribes. 

Carved birds are suspended from all 
four corners of one of the rooms in the 
three-room succa, (Mr. Stern had to ex- 
pand the succa to include all the orna- 
ments he makes each winter), each carry- 
ing one of the “four species” (lulav, 
etrog, myrtle, and willow) in 
its beak, The succa also features a 
unique clock composed of over 1,000 
pieces. Its huge wooden face is divided 
into seven sections, each bearing the 
mame of one of the “visitors” — Ushpizin 
— who, according to tradition, visit the 
succa one a night: the Patriarchs Abra- 
ham, Isaac, Jacob, and Joseph, Moses, 
Aaron, and King Dayid. Each evening 
the hand points to the name of the’ 
visitor “due” and to a quotation about 
him, as well as the “greeting” to be re- 
elted at that evening’s meal in the aucca. 

There are also many miniature construc- 
tions in the succa. One is of the inter- 
Jor of the synagogue in the Transylva- 
nian town of Satmar (Satu Mare) where 
Mr. Stern once officiated as a cantor. 
There is also a fully decorated and de- 
tailed miniature succa, 

Mr. Stern's succa, however, also has ἃ 
few sombre notes. There are memorials 
to the fallen soldiers of Zahal, and a 
memorial to the martyrs of Mr. Stern‘s 
home town of Nadabania who perished 
in the Holocaust. 

“This succa has become abnost an ob- 
session with me,” Mr. Stern told The Post. 
“I started collecting the decorations I 
made about 25 years ago. I start as- 
sembling my succa about two months be- 
fore the holiday. It's a tremendous job. 
and I try to make some innovations and 
changes every year.” This year Mr. Stern 
Put in about 450 hours in putting his 
succa together. 


Same joyous spirit 

Another unique sucea is that of Rabbi 
Shlomo Binyamin Halevi Ashlag. Here 
one may see fountains of water, para- 
keets in small cages, and aquariums. 
There is a moving belt with the emblems 
of the 12 tribes and displays symbolizing 
Several suceot prayers, There are vitrines 
showing realistic miniature scenes of the 
Pilgrimage to Jerusalem in Temple times, 
of Jerusalem in gold, and of events in 
the lives of the seven succa “guests.” 
The walls are completely covered with 
tapestries. 

This is also a three-room sucea. In 
one small room the Rabbi spends his fes- 
tival days studying. There is a large 
main yoom,. where his followers come to 
dine with him. And there isa separate 
room for women. ἐν 

But whether the succa ‘is Jewish or 
Samariten, indoors or out, simple or ar- 
nate, the spirit is the same, There are 
seven full days of rejoicing, culminated 
by the elghth day: Shmini Atzeret-Sim- 
hat Tore. The Samaritan Simhat .Tora 
ds almost identical with the Jewish. As 
ἀπ the case of the succa, however, there 
δὴ an “Indoor-outdoor” difference; the 
Jews take the Tora Scroll and dance 
with it otttdoors. The Samaritans restrict 
thelr celebration to the indoors. 

But in one respect, at least, the two 
communities are identical: in the way 
Jewish aud Sameritan children alike feel, 
at the end of the Simhat Tora day,.as 
thelr elders prepare to take the succa 
down.

Succot symbols linked to Temp!

YYMBOLS of the Succot festivaJ, like 
those of Rosh Hashana and Yom 
Kippur and certain central appurtenances 
and architectural features of the Temple, 
were frequently used in ancient Jewish 
art. They accur, for instance, on the coins 
minted by the Hasmonean kings, the only 
ancient Jewish monarchs to do 30, as well 
as in lamps and njosaics. 

Succot is one of the three Biblical pil- 

grimage festivals, often referred to in 
the Bible and later literature simply as 
“hag” — “the Festival.” Aud tne Suceot 
celebrations were an integral part and 
the culmination of the High Holy Day 
rites in the Temple. The Yom Kippur 
rite was the most solemn and dramatic 
of all the Temple services, for it was 
during this rite that the High Priest 
entered the Holy of Hollies (the only 
time this was permitted, except when la- 
bourers were permitted to enter in order 
to carry out repairs) and pronounced the 
Ineffabie Name; the scapegoat was sent 
jnto the Judean Wilderneas and driven 
over a cliff at a place called Azazel, 
symbolically bearing with him the sins 
of the entire nation; and it Wag an- 
nounced at the Temple that “the entire 
community of Israel and the strangers 
dwelling in their midst” had heea for 
given. 
“'But the Succot rites were the high 
point of the season, involving recollection 
of the protection God had given the. Is- 
raelites in the Sinai Wilderness after de- 
livering them from Egyptian bondage; 
thanksgiving for a successful grape har- 
vest and anticipation of and prayer for 2 
good rainy season which is scheduled to 
begin at any moment and continue till 
about Passover; and putting the seal on 
the Yom Kippur rernission of sins.

Coincidences 


ot Rial Haftarah for tomorrow, Simhat 
‘Tora, is the first chapter of the Bock 
of Joshua which, In the Bible, of course, 
follows immediately on the last chapter 
of the Pentateuch which js also read to~ 
morrow. It consists of the injunction given 
by God to Joshua to proceed without 
delay to the invasion and conquest of the 
Land of Israel. And that chapter in its 
turn is immediately followed by the ac- 
count of the first steps taken by Joshila 
to implement this command. It is one 
of the most dramatic stories in the Bible, 
a spy story with all the elements of 
tension and danger traditionally associat- 
ed with that perilous calling. 

Joshua sends out two men secretly to 
spy: out the land as a preliminary to 
the invasion? The Bible does mot even 
give their names — for is not anonymity 
an essential pre-requisite for the Secret 
Service? They have to entrust their 
Hives and their safety to a woman of 
easy virtue who becomes the heroine of 
the narrative. For when the counter-es- 
pionage service of the King of Jericho re- 
vealed their existence, she risked her life 
on their behalf. “And she took them up 
on the roof and hid them in the stalks 
of fiax which were spread out on the 
roof” for drying. 

It is at this’ point that Tore and Flora 
enters the narrative. It was pointed out 
many yeats ago by a certain Bishop 
Blunt, the author of a. book. called ‘The 
Undesigned Coincidences of the Bible.” 
The interesting thesis of this book is 
that one of the factors which prove the 
nistorical accuracy of the Biblical narra- 
tive is the extent ta which completely un- 
designed coincidenceg emerge from a close 
reading of the Bible. The coincidences are 
simply: coincidences of fact. 

We go back 40 years and a few 
months. The Exodus took place on the 
14th. of Nisan. The Tenth Plague, the 
Jast, was announced before the Ist of 
Nisan (Exodus 12.1). The Eighth Plague, 
therefore, that of Hail, probably took place 
some two Months earlier. Of the destruc- 
tion wrought by that plague we read, 
“And the flax and the barley were smitten, 
for the harley was in the ear and the 
flax was bolled (in pleon). But the wheat 
and the rye were not smitten because 
they were not grown up” (Ex. 9.33). We 
thus get the order of the ripening of the 
various crops in Egypt. Barley, ("in the 
ear”), flax (“ln bloom") wheat and Tye, 
in that order. The climate of Egypt is 
More or less the same as that of the 
sunken Ghor of the Jordan where Jies 
Jericho, the scene. of the spy story.

- three-week encounter involving a group 


of 17 students from the Federal Re- 
public, which winds up on Tuesday, has 
snagged on certain aspects of the vigour- 
ous anti-Nazism of the German group. 

Details of the encounter were given to . 
the press in Jerusalem on Friday by the 
leaders of the German delegation, Messrs. 
-Bjine Pitzoldt, of Bonn, a political- 
selence student, Vice-Chairman for For- 
eign Affairs of the Federation of Ger- 
man Students Associations (V.D.S.), and 
Ulrich Kusche, of the German Federa- 
tion of Israel-study Groups (B.DIS.), a 
theology and Judaica student who spent 
pelts da in Israel. The VDSS. in- 
corpora’ general and political group- 
jugs with a total membership of 880,000 
students, and the B.D.LS. has pioneered 
in the effort to .establish contacts be- 
tween German and IsraeH students; in 
the struggle to get German students to 
come to grips with country’s past 
in relation to the Jews: in promoting: 
pro-Israelism among Germany’s political 
leaders as well as in German society in 
general; and in the general struggle for 
democracy in their country. 

MEETINGS 

The 17 German student Jeaders, who 
arrived on September 25, met with Jew- 
ish and Arab Knesset Members from the 


Youth Secretariats of Labour and Ma-' 
Pam, and student groups in Haifa and 
Jerusalem; and spent some tims at a 
kibbutz, a moshav, a development town, 
and an educational institution, working 
discussions.

and Ho Chi Minh, he said: “We don't 
carry these posters because we consider 
{those men} to be gods. Our movement 
is also a satirical movement, and we carry 
these posters in order to provoke the 
German population. But Mao, for exumple, 
has also done some interesting things 
and has some interesting ideas. Of course, 
we don't approve of all his methods, and 
Wwe certainly don't approve of killing peo- 
ple as part of implementing a social pro- 
gramme, but that doesn't mean we can't 
accept the good things he has donc.” 

NOT FUHRER 

Ons journalist remarked: “Forgive mo 
Saylng so, but isn’t that exacly what 
your father may have said about Hitler’ 

Mr. Pitzoldt: “We don't say that Mao 
is our Fuhrer! Just because we accept 
some of the ideas of Mao or Guevara 
doesn’t Mean that we want to copy 
Chinz or Cuba in absolutely everything 
they have done. Authoritarianism of the 
left? Well, Guevara strongly criticized 
the overbureaucratization of Russia.”

Outwitted fishermen call for 
chemical war on Dolphins

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA, — The Fishermen's Union on Fri- 
day demanded the use of chemical war- 
fare jo batthing the dolphins that are 
Plaguing the fishing fleet. Union Secretary 
Dov Schnilda told The Post, the dolphins 
are gobbling up as much as 300 tons u 
year, nearly 10 per cent of the annual 
eatch. In the process they are also causing 
considerable losses In torn nets and tackle. 


He said the dolphins have outwitted all 
the fshermen’s efforts, These included the 
use of automatic fire from surplus sub- 
machine guns sold to them by the Defence 
Ministry from captured Arab loot, “The 
dolphins have become specialists In avoid- 
ing automatic fire, keeping out of range 
and striking at the nets only when they 
are full and about ta be hauled on board 
when the crews are too busy to deal with 
them." he said. 

The Unlon states mitlions have been 
spent In developing pesticides for agri- 
culture “and we sev no reason why we 


should not get equal treatment.” The fish- 
ermen want the Agriculture Ministry and 
the country's research institutions to deve- 
lop chemical methods of fighting the dol- 
phins. “We consider poison the only effi- 
cient way and want help in getting the 
right chemicals that will not pollute the 
water or harm the catches,” Mr. Schmida 
sald. “Fright hombs"” might also be tried, 
he said. He noted that individual fisher- 
men on the advice of Itallan colleagues, 
had tried such methods as soaking their 
nets in kerosene but “none have proved 
good enough to outwit the dolphins for 
any length of time.” 

Many Gshermen consider the dolphin a 
fviend because of its high intelligence 
but the'smillng mammal is considered an 
enemy in this part of the Mediterranean 
which is poor in fish. This keeps the dol- 
phin hungry and forces him to scavenge 
for food where it is available. The fisher- 
men’s nets, just before they are hauled 
on board with the catch, happen to be 
the most convenient source of a meal, 
a fact that is not fost on the dolphin.
